ISurope would survive, it must effec- 
tually stamp out war. 


The order of the council of the 


league (o Greece and Bulgaria bears of 
no misinterpretation. The belligerents 
ivere informed that the. council was not 
satislled that military operations had 
ceased and n 24-hour limit for the issu- 
ance of instruction for withdrawal of 
the troops was issued.

;ilso fixed upon GO hours for assurance 
of the fulfillment (if its orders. 


KFFECTIVK AT ONf'K 


"And let it he. carefully understood," 


declared M. Briand, president of the 
council," that, this 1imo limit runs 
from now." A resumption of fight- 
ing will bring severe punishment upon 
belligerents. 


Dispatches reaching Paris during 


the night, while they assert that the 
Bulgarians claimed that the Greeks 
still were bombarding certain 
par- 


dons of their territory, that Bulgaria 
would folisrw the order of the council. 
Likewise, Greece was willing to accept 
conditionally. 


A naval demonstration before Ath- 


ens is a possible League of Nations 
move, should the government of Pre- 
mier Pangalos decline to bow to the 
league council's decision that it must 
cense, all hostilities and remove all 
Greek forces from Bulgarian soil. 


The council hqpes and believes that 


the Greek government will accept the 
decision but It was learned in authori- 
tative circles Tuesday that the advis- 
ability of a naval blockade has already 
been discussed privately by the coun- 
cil. 


NOT CONFIRMED 


Although M. Carapanos, the Greek 


minister, told the council Tuesday that 
both Greece and. Bulgaria had reached 
a direct accord through the good of- 
fices of Rumania, to suspend hostili- 
ties and retire behind their frontiers, 
the Bulgarian representatives declared 
they had no confirmation of this re- 
port. 


Indeed M. MorlofC. speaking for the 


Sofia, government informed the coun- 
cil that a direct entente with Greece 
was utterly impossible because of 
Greece's persistent refusal to listen 
to Bulgaria's repeated 
offers to ap- 


point a joint commission to inquire in- 
to the border trouble. 


M. Morion! said the latest dispatch 


from Sofia showed that up to Monday, 
the Bulgarian losses were 48 killed or 
wounded. Of these 26 were soldiers 
and 22 civilians, men 
and women. 


There was the probability of other un- 
known victims. 


Ho demanded that independently of 


any penalties which the council might 
apply to Greece for her "grave blow at 
international peace and violation of 
her league obligations" complete rep- 
aration should be accorded Bulgaria 
for the damages to persons and prop- 
erty and all prisoners should be Im- 
mediately released.

to exempt all incomes under 55.000 
from 
taxation, 
advanced

quarters as a splendid vote-getting de- 
vice affecting 3.000.000 or more, fam- 
ilies, is to be fought sharply by the 
fiscal experts who now say they can 
prove conclusively It will not furnish 
as much real relief to the small tax- 
payer as a reduction in indirect taxes. 


In other words, what's the use of 


cutting the direct taxes and leaving 
the tax on bread, clothing and other 
necessities of life, which have 
been 


passed on to the consumer by the pro- 
ducer? The experts Insist that if pol- 
itics is to be taken into account the 
Democrats, for example, who always 
insisted that the tariff duties simply 
increased the cost of living must face 
an inconsistency if they refuse to be- 
lievo that high income taxes are not 
passed on to the consumer, too. 


The other argument which is being 


projected is that it costs too much 1o 
i-ollcct the taxes from the small tax- 
payers. The government will contend 
that it collects something like $500,- 
000,000 a year by two-cent postage 
stamps and that the five-and-tcn cent 
stores are a splendid illustration of the

BANKERS CAN HELP COLLECT 


WAR DEBT 


There is another way in which the 


United States can compel respect by 
France for its debt to this country. This 
is through the declination on the part of 
American bankers to make further pri- 
vate loans to France pending the debt ne- 
gotiations. 
In this connection it is no- 


ticeable that our bankers have almost as a 
unit refrained from discussing the French 
debt. There have been exceptions to this. 
bui they could not be construed as favor- 
able to French resistance or French 
adroitness. 


The other day President Mitchell of the 


National City Bank of Xew York called on 
President Coolidge and after his interview 
was quoted by press dispatches as having 
stated that "until France has settled her 
war debt she need expect little sympathy 
from American bankers in the way of pri- 
vate loans." 
Mr. Mitchell added that 


American bankers were ".solidly behind 
the position taken by the irovernment." 


As a rule American financiers have 


acted quite independently of the govern- 
ment in their foreign dealings. It is only 
when they have been requested .by the 
erovermnent to follow a certain policy that 
th>'\- have done so. It will be unusual if 
They act differently now. And yet per- 
haps there is something of self-interest 
t h a t might incline*them to the position 
outlined by Mr. Mitchell. 
There is no 


doubt that a settlement of the French debt 
wiil compel France to balance her budget 
and place her finances in better order. 
She will thus improve her national credit 
and w i l l be in a position to borrow money 
at better rates- and to give better security. 


We would not like to have it appear to 


France i h n t we are using coercive methods 
in ihe debt negotiations, but if it so hap- 
pens thai tile interests Of our bankers in 
their private loans imitc support of the 
government's claims upon France, it can 
bring no reflection upon us nationally.
